From  Berkeley  the  study  team  flew  to  Fort  Collins,  Colorado, 
where  LeMoyne  Anderson,  Director  of  Libraries,  Colorado  State 
University  had  arranged  a tremendous  program  of  work  and  social 
activities.  In  addition  to  the  university  libraries,  the  Chinese 
visited  the  Fort  Collins  Computer  Center,  the  Laboratory  for 
Information  Science  in  Agriculture,  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  Forest 
& Range  Experiment  Station  and  Library. 


Before  reaching  Washington,  D.C.,  the  study  team  visited  the 
Steenbock  Library,  University  of  Wisconsin,  the  USDA  Forest 
Products  Laboratory  and  Library,  and  the  North  Central  Computer 
Institute  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  the  Michigan  State  University 
Libraries  at  East  Lansing  and  the  University  of  Michigan 
Libraries  at  Ann  Arbor,  the  Matthew  A.  Baxter  School  of 
Information  and  Library  Science,  Case  Western  Reserve  University, 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  Chemical  Abstracts  Service,  Columbus,  Ohio,  and 
the  Online  Computer  Library  Center,  Inc.,  Dublin,  Ohio.

While  in  the  Washington,  D.C.  Metropolitan  Area,  opportunities  were 
arranged  for  our  guests  to  visit  the  National  Technical  Information 
Service,  the  U.S.  National  Arboretum  and  Library,  the  Plant 
Protection  & Quarantine  Library  of  the  Animal  & Plant  Health 
Inspection  Service,  USDA,  the  National  Library  of  Medicine,  the 
World  Bank  Library,  and  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Leaving  Washington,  D.C.,  the  study  team  flew  to  Philadelphia  for 
visits  to  BIOSIS  (BioSciences  Information  Services)  and  the 
Institute  for  Scientific  Information.  From  there  they  travelled  to 
Ithaca,  New  York  to  study  the  Albert  R.  Mann  Library,  Cornell 
University.  The  final  stop  was  at  Simmons  College  Library  School, 
Boston,  Massachusetts.  After  5 days  of  sightseeing  in  New  York 
City,  the  study  team  emplaned  for  Beijing  on  November  10. 

The  program  arranged  for  our  Chinese  guests  was  elaborate  and 
strenuous.  However,  they  were  gratified  with  the  warm  receptions 
they  received  everywhere  they  went.  The  staff  of  the  National 
Agricultural  Library  is  most  appreciative  of  the  enthusiastic 
cooperation  and  support  given  by  host  institutions  throughout  the 
United  States.

In  his  keynote  address  Joseph  H.  Howard,  Director  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library, 
noted  that  the  prime  reason  for  any  library  to  exist  is  its  patrons.  NAL  serves  two 
large  groups  of  patrons — USDA  and  the  rest  of  the  world.  He  went  on  to  say  that  the 
quality  of  library  service  is  based  on  the  quality  of  the  staff  and  recognized  the 
devoted  staff  who  didn't  receive  awards  as  well  as  those  who  did.  Although  NAL  owns 
the  pre-eminent  agricultural  collection  in  the  world,  no  library  today  can  possibly 
acquire  every  document  of  value.  Howard  emphasized  the  challenge  presented  by  new 
technologies  and  the  need  for  cooperation  if  the  National  Agricultural  Library  is  to 
remain  pre-eminent .

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AGRICULTURE  AM)  THE  AMERICAN  WEST 


"Westerners  on  Wood"  is  the  title  of  an 
exhibit  of  portraits  by  artist  George 

Warfel  at  the  National  Agricultural 
Library,  November  1-December  31,  1983. 
The  development  of  the  Anerican  West  is 
closely  bound  up  with  the  history  of 
U.S.  agriculture.  Anericans  moved 
westward  in  search  of  new  lands  to 
cultivate  and  fortunes  to  make.  The 
literature  and  art  of  the  period 
portray  the  rough  and  stern  life  of  the 
cattle  rancher,  the  cowboy,  the  sheep 
herder,  sod  buster,  and  small  farmer. 

In  1862,  President  Lincoln  signed 
several  pieces  of  legislation 
significant  to  the  development  of 
agriculture  in  the  United  States  and 
particularly  in  the  Western  lands.  The 
Organic  Act  of  1862  established  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
Land-Grant  College  Bill,  often  referred 
to  as  the  Morrill  Act,  donated  public 
lands  in  the  states  and  territories  to 
provide  colleges  for  the  study  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts.  The 
Homestead  Act  opened  public  lands  for 
settlement  and  cultivation. 

Abetted  by  government  action  and 
abundant  natural  resources,  the  search 
for  a new  life  in  the  West  accelerated 
after  the  Civil  War.  This  life  was 
often  difficult  with  money  scarce  and 
bank  loans  hard  to  obtain.  Outlaws  and 
cattle  rustlers  became  part  of  the 
western  legend  and  part  of  the  fabric 
of  rural  agricultural  life.  Gun 
fighters  frequently  came  from  a farm 
background  a few  returned  to  it. 

This  exhibit  was  developed  for  those 
who  have  an  appreciation  for  western 
lore  and  an  interest  in  the 
protagonists  who  played  leading  roles 
in  forging  it.  The  collection  contains 
portraits  of  Augusta  Kohrs,  Queen  of 
the  Cattle  Baronesses,  Charlie 
Goodnight,  King  of  the  Cattle  Barons, 
Pat  Garrett,  the  man  who  gunned  down

Billy  the  Kidd  and  eventually  wound  up  as  a 
New  Mexico  rancher,  members  of  the 
notorious  James  family  and  many  others  who 
have  become  part  of  Western  lore. 

The  artist  has  endeavored  to  convey  to  the 
viewer  an  illusion  that  the  characters  are 
about  to  speak  from  out  of  the  past, 
appealing  for  recognition  that  at  one  point 
in  time  they  did  exist  and  figure 
prominently  in  the  pages  of  their  country's 
hi  story.

Poultry  Hall  of  Fame 

Dr.  E.  M.  Funk,  Professor  Emeritus, 
Poultry  Science  Department,  College  of 
Agriculture,  University  of 
Missouri-Col umbia,  has  Droposed 
establishment  of  an  endowment  for 
maintenance  of  the  portrait 
collections.  A substantial 
contribution  towards  the  endowment  has 
been  received  from  Dr.  James  Gwin,  a 


member  of  the  American  Poultry  Historical 
Society  and  an  honoree  in  the  Poultry  Hall 
of  Fame.
